-% the State,Georgia is more largely 
represented at the Exposition than any 
other State, and the display she makes in 
cotton goods, including checks, shirtings 
and sheetings, drills, colored cottons, &e , 
_is one of the most surprising things to 
witness at the Exposition, and astonishes 
those who thought that the industry and 
manufacturing interests of the South 
were yet prostrate from the blows sustain- 
ed during the late war. 

In reference to the South, Gov. Hayes, of 
Ohio, made the following remarks: 

He was glad to greet the citizens of the 
South, and know that once again the dif- 
ferent sections of the country could unite 
with harmony ard unity in any enterprise. 
He closed by assuring them that all pres- 
ent would ever have a hearty welcome 
from the State of Ohio. 

Judge Storer, another speaker, used this 
remark, Which our Southern citizens 
should take home especially to themselves: 


His pride was humbled when he thought 
that they sent a pound of cotton to Eng- 
land and had it returned in a yard of eloth.

Its doeskins and fine fancy goods are so 
superb, that the largest dry goods house in 
New York, buys them from the Laureacc- 
burg Mill and under foreign tickets, sells 
them regularly again to importing houses 
as foreign cloths. So these goods are sold 
at the mill at $4 50 per yard, and bought 
back by Western merchants for $6 00 per 
yard. So much for the humbug about for- 
eign goods. These milis turn out 3,000 
yards of their bezt clothsa week. They 
have a loom at the Exposition working, 
that runs fourteen different colored thread: 
into the texture. 

The display of jeans was fine. 

The finish of these goods wus uasurpass- 
able. The Fairinount Mili of Cincinnati, 
and Middleport Mill excelicd. These mills 
turn out each 1,000 yards a duy. The 
Davenport Mills make a beautiful cassi- 
mere plaid, the first manufactured in this 
country. 

The exhibition of wool was not large, but 
yery fine. The exhibition of raw silk was 
extremely interesting. 

The first day 60 carriages were provided 
for the guests to go over the city. George 
H. Pendleton’s magnificent residence was 
visited, and they were sumptuously enter- 
tained. Mr. Pendleton was on crutches.

W REREZAS, The civil authorities of said county, 
being overawed by, or in sympathy with, such 
insurrectionary organization, have tailed, either 
through fear or through wilfal neglect, to report 
the facts to this Department; and, 

WHEREAS, Upon application to the Major Gen- 
er Commanding the Department of the South, I 
am furnished with the following extract from the 
report of the oflicer in command of the troops re- 
cently ordered to that county, to-wit: 

“ * * * that between the hours of 12 and 

“1 o’clock, a. M., July 25th, a party of armed men, 

“some 15 0r 20 in number, rode into the village 

‘tof Appling] and demanded the keys of thejail 

“ from the jailor, who, (he says) refused to give 

“them up, until pistols were cocked. and threats 

“made, when he delivered them to one of the 

“party. The men then rode to the jail and 

“brought out two freedmen, prisoners, (Rerry 

“ Burnett, and his wife, Mitty Burnett), whom 

“they compelled to march about 200 yards from 

* the jail, when they fired upon and killed them. 
* ‘Lhe parties committing this outrage were not 

“masked, and it was done ona moonlight night, 

* yet the jailor, and hi» son, deny that they re- 

“cognizsd any df shem. The negroes hid no 

“ other charge against ihem, as farasI am able 

“to learn ut present, than :e-:cnting a blow from 

“theiremployer,a Mr. * * * * *; and, 
WHER<AS, Although the members of said in- 

surrectionary organization ims! be kuown to 

many of the good citizens of the said county of 

Columbia, ,yet no arrests have b-en made in the 

instance herein recited. 

Now, THEREFORE, to the end that no reasonable 
excuse may exist for a faliureon the part of the 
civil authorities to break up and disband said in- 
surrectionary organization, and bring to speedy 
and condign punishment, such of its members as 
were engaged in this most atrocious murder, I 
Rvurvs B. BULLOCK, Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army and Navy of th 8 State, and 
of the Militia thereof, have thought proper to 
issu this, my proclamation, hereby offering a 
REWARD OF FIVE THOUSAND DOL- 

LARS ($5,000), 

for the appreben:iou aud conviction of the party, 

or parties, committing this murder: 

And [do moreover charge and require all civil 
officers of this State, to be vigilant in endeavoring 
to apprehend the said party, or parties; and 
further, I do hereby give due and official notice 
to the civil authorities of the said county otf 
Columbia, that the Military forces of the United 
States stationed in said county, will aid them in 
every way in their power, in maintaining the 
supremacy of the civil law, and in breaking up 
the aforementioned insurrectionary organization, 
to the end that the innocent may be protected in 
the full enjoyment of their rights as citizens, and 
that the violators of the law may be speedily 
brought to trial and punishment. 

Given under my hand and the Great Seal of the 
State, at the Capitolfin Atlanta, this 9th day of 
August, in the year of our Lord, One Thousand 
Eight Hundred and Sixty-Nige, and of the In. 
dependence of the United States of America,the 
Ninety-Fourth.
